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SUMMARY OF EVENTS 


OF THE PAST WEEK 


CANADIAN 


The price of wheat at the’ hegin- 
ning of the week was $1.36. 

C. P!R. stock stood at 1.49. 

A national economic conference of 
the Canadian boards of trade and 
chambers of commerce is being held 
in Winnipeg this week at which the 
outstanding economic problems of 
Canada are being discussed. 

‘Sir Thomas White spoke of 
Canada’s need for a million new immi- 
grants to meet the difficulties of high 
taxation and railway deficits. Pre- 
mier Bracken, of Manitoba, spoke of 
the need for conference and co-oper- 
ation amongst all sections of Canada 
in order to understand and solve her 
problems. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany announce that no more grain can 
be accepted for shipment to Vancouv- 
er from points east of Calgary for the 
present, as all the available elevator 
space is now occupied at Vancouver. 
Grain: must therefore be shipped. v- 
Fort William and Port Arthur where 
plenty space is available. 

A rich strike of gold is reported 
from Poplar Creek in the Nelson dic 
trict of British Columbia. 

On the Canadian steamer routes to 
Great Britain, the fare for third cabin 
tourist passengers has been raised by 
$10.00 for the single trip and $15.00 for 
the return trip. The number of tour- 
ists of the class of teachers and stu- 
dents who have been using the third 
class recently has greatly increased. 
It is stated that improved accommo- 
dation in respect of ‘cabins and meals 


. will be given in return for the increas- 


ed fare. 4 

The Vancouver trials in connection 
with the Janet Smith murder mystery 
are making slow progress. The two 
Robinsons, father and son, have been 
found guilty of kidnapping Wong 
Foon Sing, the Chinaman. Sentence 
has not been pronounced. J. S. Cow- 
per, editor of the Weekly Tribune, has 
been acquitted on the charge of kid. 
napping in spite of having practical- 
ly admitted the charge in the early 
stages of the proceedings. The pre 
siding judge, when the ' verdict was 
given by the jury, informed them that 
they had deliberately _ contravened 
their oath in giving such a_ verdict 
in the face of the admissions of the 
accused. Other trials are still to be 
completed. No real light has as yet 
been thrown on the actual circum- 
stances of the girl’s death. 

The three Point Grey police officers 
who were tried for complicity in the 
kidnapping of Wong Fung Sing, the 
Chinaman associated with the Janet 
Smith murder case have been acquit 
ted. The attorney general, A. M. 
Maxom, gave evidence in the courts 
of the trial denying any, association 
with the kidnapping. 

The United States has put an em- 
argo on the import of potatoes to the 
United States, where the crop has 
more or less failed. Presumably this 
has been done in the interests of the 
American farmerg who will reap large 
prices for the potatoes they have to 
sell. 

The present wheat crop of Canada 
is estimated to be the ‘biggest yet 
recorded except that of 1923. 

# proposal has been made for the 
export of horse meat from Canada to 
Holland, where a good deal is eaten 
by the people. It is suggested that 
the price offered would make the busi- 
ness quite a profitable one for Cana- 
dian farmers in view of the low value 
of horses now prevailing. 

It is reported that a considerable 
portion of the sugar beet crop in the 
south of Alberta is frozen and cannot 
be gathered unti? next spring. 

A member of the British Columbia 
provincial legislature has moved to 
have the Klu Klux ‘Klan definitely ex: 
cluded from Canada. Major Powell. 
an American member of the Klan 
from Portland, has bee refueed ad- 
mission to Canada. It was under. 
stood that he intended to undertake 
the formation of branches of the Klan 
in Canada. 

A severe gale raged at the end of 
last week off the Atlantic Coast and 
reached Quebec, where it did consid. 
erable damage to property and caused 
serious injury to a number of people 
Incoming liners had to take refuge 
for a time in the lower St. ‘Lawrence. 

An explosion occurred in a mine in 
Drumheller on Friday as the result 
of which it is feared that several lives 
will be lost. 

A disturbance took place last week 
in the City Council of Winnipeg dur. 
ing a discussion about unemployment 
One Labour alderman and another 
came to blows and a deputation which 
was before the Council on the’ enh 
ject of relief was refused further 
hearing on account of the insultine 
terms in which one of its memners 
referred to the Council. 

Flight-Lieut. Carter, of the Cana- 
dian Air Service, stationed at Hi: 
River, jumped with a parachute from 
a height of 20,000 feet last week anc 
landed safely. This is said to be a 
record in respect of the height a‘ 
which the airman Icft the aeroplane. 

‘He drifted six miles before the para- 
chute brought him to the ground 
The descent took 17 minutes. 

BRITISH AND IMPERIAL 


The British Government has an- 
nounced iin the House of Commons 
that legislation to give further protec- 
tion to British industries will be in- 
troduced iu the present session of Par- 
Hament. 

The British House of Parliament 
reassembled after the recess on Mon- 
day. One of the subjects which seem 
likely to come up for discusafan is 


‘over the Empire with the usual cere. 


the growing strength and activity of 
the British’ Fascist party, _ formed~to 
meet the danger of labour and: com- 
munist extremists. Naturally the Lab- 
our Party views the new organization 
with bitter: hostility. .-. : 

General Hertzog, Premier. ot ‘South 
Africa, ‘has made a public statement 
of his policy’ with respect” tothe 
native question. He proposes that ad- 
ditional. land: shall ‘be: set apart for 
the natives, that: native councils shall 
be set.up in order-to train the nativ- 
es in self: government, and that the 
natives’ shall elect seven’ white: men 
to represent them in the parliament 
of South Africa. He: further proposes 
the abandonment of the present: fran- 
chise ‘for natives in the Cape Colony, 
and declares that there can be .no 
question of natives voting on an equal- 
ity with white men, 
native vote would almost immediately 
swamp the white vote. 

A large British submarine M-1 has 
sunk in the British Channel off Dev- 
onport, and it.is feared that all on 
board, 4 officers and 64 men, are dead. 
No cause for the sinking of the sub- 
marine is known She was one of the 
largest class of submarine in the Brit- 
ish navy and several others of the 
same type have met with disaster. 

It is reported that the Prince of 
Wales is likely to make a visit to the 
Irish Free State early next year. It 
is thought that there will not be much 
serious opposition to such a_ visit 
and that it would help to improve the 
relations between Britain and _Ire- 
land. It is even suggested that after 
visiting Ireland, he may pay an official 
visit to Germany, but this is not an 
official statement. 

The general election in Australia 
has resulted in a decisive victory for 
the Government, which is a coalition 
of the National Party and the ‘Coun. 
try Party, over the Labour Party. Th- 
Premier, Mr. Bruce, who is an ex-ser- 
vice man with a good. war record, 
made the main issue of the election 
that of orderly government against 
extremist and communist agitation. 
The strikes of seamen, which have 
been going on in Australia for months. 
and which have been marked ‘by vio- 
lence and disorder on the part of th. 
strikers, were a leading matter of de- 
hate in-the election. The new law 
that all voters who failed to recor? 
their votes without adéquate excuse 
were liable to a fine of £2, resulted 
in a record vote being polled. The 
returns so far show 48 seats won by 
the government and 27 by the Lal: 
Party in the House of Representativ- 
es. In the Senate also the Govern: 
ment will have a sufficient majority. 

Armistice Day was observed all 


monial of silence, the laying of 
wreaths on war memorials and other 
tokens of remembrance. The King 
and three of his sons laid wreaths on 
the cenotaph in London. In Dublin 
the Free State capital, wreaths wére 
laid on the memorial in Stephens 
Green, the Union Jack and Free State 
flag flew side by side, and a great 
crowd sang “God Save the King.” 
Republicans tried to interfere with 
these celebrations and a (ight took 
place, in which the police were com- 
pelled to fire over the heads of the 
Republican crowd to disperse it. The 
disturbances were not, however, very 
serious, but the revival of republican 
activity was an unwelcome sign that 
Ireland has not yet settled down. 

Professor Bell, of Liverpool, speak- 
‘ng at the Toronto Academy of Medi- 
cine, stated that it had been discover- 
ed that lead could be successfully 
used for the treatment of cancer. 
Some doubt has been thrown on this 
statement by other British medical 
authorities, and it does not appear to 
be at all certain. 

In the harbour of Brisbane in 
Queensland striking seamen boarded 
a ship and attacked non-strikers. A 
serious fight took place, in which one 
of the attacking strikers wae wound- 
ed by a revolver shot from one of the 
crew and several on both sides were 
injured. 

It ig reported that business condi. 
tions in Britain are at length show. 
ing signs of improvement and un- 
employment is slowly decreasing for 
the present at any rate. 

Under a newly passed treason act,: 
the Free State police in Dublin raided 
100 houses of suspected republicans 
and seized a great quantity of docu. 
ments and arrested a number of peo- 
ple, all but a few of whom were sub- 
sequently released. 

The British parliamentary Labour 
party is likely to boycott premier 
Muesolini of Italy if he comes to Lon- 
don in the near future as he ig ex 
pected to do. The reason for the boy- 
cott is the autocratic and anti-demo- 
cratic government which Mussolini 
has established in Italy. 

FOREIGN 


In Roumania a communist plot to 
kill King Ferdinand was discovered 
and foiled. 

Col. Mitchell the United States air 
officer, who is on trial for insubordin- 
ation has made further charges of 
Inefficiency against the governing 
authorities of the air force. 

The body of King Tutankhamen, 
the ancient Egyptian king, has been 
taken out of the coffin and X-rayed 
It ig thought that this may reveal the 
cause of death of the King, which has 
hitherto beén in doubt. 

Italy and the United States have 
reached an agreement as to the pay. 
ment of the Italian war debt to the 
States. It is to be paid in annual in- 
stalments covering a period of 62 
years. This is much the same ar. 
rangement as that made with Bel- 
gium by the States. 

As was expected Riza Khan has 
been chosen by the Persian Parlia- 
ment to be ‘Shah in place of the de. 
posed Shah. 

A collision between two passenger 
trains in New Jersey last week re- 
sulted in the death of about 14 per 
sons and the injury of a number more. 

The Soviet government of Russia 
has given a conceasion to an Anglo- 
American syndicate for the develop- 
ment of the Lena goldfields in Siberta. 

The Polish government has resign- 
ed on account of a financial dispute 
with the bank of Poland. 

The commission sent by the League 
of Nations to estimate the. damage 
done by the Greek invasion of Bul- 
garia has fixed a sum equivalent to 
about $300,000 as the amount pay. 
able by Greece to Bulgaria. All fight- 
ing has ceased and the troops of the

The reports from China are most 
confusing. According to some of these 
reports: Marshall Chang Tso Ling, the

Manchurian governor, has been | de- 


feated, and his-troops are mutinous. 
According to others he is in a position 
to seize Pekin at any moment. It is 
probable that the situation is chang- 
ing very rapidly from day to day. in 
‘accordance with the constant intrigue 
and counter-intrigue that is going on. 

Each commander of troops appears 
to be playing entirety for ‘his own 
hand, and to be ready to betray. any 
of his accosiates at any moment if it 
seems desirable. For the moment it 
is almost impossible to estimate what 
is likely to be the outcome of . the 
chaotic civil war that is raging. 

It/is reported from Japanese sources 
that Japan is watching the situation 
very closely and .has given orders for 
the holding ready of war ships tc 
make for the Chinese coast in. the 
event of am emergency developing. It 
is at least possible that if ‘Chang Teo 
Ling were in danger of decisive de. 
feat, Japan would give him active sup- 
port. 

Reports are current that some of 
the rebel forces in Syrla are threaten- 
ing to make an attack on Aleppo. 

The Druses are reported to be ap- 
proaching the Palestine frontier and 
British troops are being sent to the 
frontier to prevent invasion of Pales- 
tine. 

In Syria fighting is still continuing, 
and the .French ‘hold on Damascus is 
in grave danger. The rising appears 
to be spreading, and it is stated that 
the Turkish government has notified 
reservists in Northern: Syria,, which ig 
stilt in Turkish hands, that they may 
be called to the colours. This may be 
an indication that the Turks are pre- 
paring to make common cause wit” 
the Arabs and the Druses against the 
French. The whole situation in Asia 
and North Africa is causing consider- 
able anxiety to the European powers 
inasmuch as there(are indications of 
a@ general tendency on the. part of the 
subject races to tny to throw off the 
European control. 

“In Morocco, the Spaniards have 
proclaimed Sherif Muley Hassan, a 
boy of 15, Calipba or ruler of their 
protectorate. The appointment of 
such a@ young man means that his 
office ‘will be purely a nominal one 
and that he will act merely as the offi- 
cial representative of Spain. Abd 
El Krim, leader of the Riffs, has de- 
clared in an interview that he will 
make no peace with Spain but is will- 
ing to come to an arrangement with 
France. ‘This is probably an attemp 
to divide France and Spain because 
he is aware of the fact that if France 
persists in ‘her co-operation with 
Spain, he will-sooner or later be com- 
pletely beaten whereas if the French 
are content to make peace on the 
basis of the old frontier, he can prob- 
ably defeat the Spaniards again as he 
hag done before. For the moment 
only minor {fighting is going on in 
Morocco. There continues to be 
strong feeling against the employ- 
ment of the American aviators by the 
French authorities, particularty in 
connection with the bombing raids on 
Moorish villages carried out by such 
aviators. They are now being with- 
drawn from Morocco. 

It is reported from Alaska that fol- 
lowing the volcanic eruption of Mount 
Shishaldin, abnormally mild weather 
{s prevailing throughout the district 
and rivers are remaining open which 
would normally have been frozen 
some time ago. 

The Italians have been conducting 
some minor military operations in 
Samariland which have proved  suc- 
cessful in subduing some of the native 
tribes which hitherto have practically 
refused to acknowledge any foreign 
authority. 

A crisis has arisen in the cabinet 
of Holland as the result of a vote in 
the upper house of parliament to do 
away with the Dutch embassy to the 
Pope in Rome. Four Catholic mem- 
bers of the cabinet have resigned as 
a result. 

General Sarrail, the French Gover- 
nor of Syria, who has been recalled 
by the Government in France, has 
reached Paris and has had an inter. 
view with M. Painleve, the Prime Min 
ister. 

The improvement in feeling be. 
tween Germany and the Allies con- 
tinues. Germany has made a friendly 
reply to the last note of the allied 
ambassadors on disarmament, and 
the German ‘Chancellor and Foreign 
Minister will both -be present at a 
Breat state banquet to be given by 
King George in London on ist De- 
cember. Mussolini, the Italian mre- 
mier, and M. Vandervelde, the Bel- 
gian Premier, will also be present, 
and representatives of other powers. 
The visitors also will be given a for- 
mal banquet at the Guildhall in Lon- 
don a day or two later. In the mean- 
time the restrictions on Germans in 
the occupied area will be lessened, 

It is reported that the Allied gov- 
ernmentg have notified Germany that 
they wil) begin the evacuation of the 
Cologne area of Germany on 1st De- 
cember, and that it will be complete 
early in January. 

It is reported that the machinery 
used in Krupps worke at Wssen, Ger. 
many, for construction of the big Icn2 
range guns used in the latter part of 
the war by the Germans for bombard. 
ing Paris, has been finally destroyed 
under the orders of the allied mili- 
tary commission of control.

LATEST DEVELOPMENT 
IN WESTERN GENERAL 
QUESTION 


MAYOR JOHNS EXPLAINS THE 
SITUATION 


NEXT MONDAY, 
NOVEMBER 23 


The ‘vote on the Western General 
by-law takes place next Monday, 23rd 
November. This is the most impor- 
tant question that has had to be de- 
cided by the citizens of Red Deer for 
manyryears. It is most desirable that 
all citizens who have a vote should 
record It on this occasion In accord- 
ance with thelr opinions. The opin: 
ion of this paper, given with all defer- 
ence, is that the by-law ought to be 
passed. 


TONIGHT’S MEETING ON 
WESTERN GENERAL 
QUESTION 


The attention of citizens is directed 
to the public meeting in the City Hall 
tonight for further discussion of the 
Western General purchase question. 
Mr. Brown of the Calgary Light and 
Power Department, will be present 
to answer any questions on technical 
points which citizens may wish to 
ask. In view of the vote on the by- 
lay. to be taken next Monday it ic 
highly important that citizens who 
wish to get a really informed view- 
point on this matter, should be pres- 
ent and be prepared to ask such 
questions as they wish information 
on. The Mayor and Council welcome 
any such questions and citizens should 
have no hesitation in asking them. 
The time of the meeting is eight 
o'clock. 


To the Editor of The News. 
Dear Sir: 


It is, I ‘believe, generally known 
throughout the city that the Council, 
at a special meeting held last Friday, 
received representatives from the 
Northern Utilities Corporation. In 
order to clear up any misunderstand- 
ings, and in pursuance of the policy 
which the Council has consistently ad- 
opted, of giving to the public all the 
facts as they ure made available, 1 
wish to outline the tentative proposals 
of Mr. Yorath, the representative of 
the Northern Utilities Company and 
the attitude of the Council in respect 
to them. : 


Briefly, the proposal, which was 
just a verbal one, was that the Com- 
pany would take over the business 
and assets of the Western General 
and would give the consumers a reduc- 
tion of approximately 20 per cent. ‘in 
light rates, in return for which the 
City was to give them a franchise. It 
was admitted that the Western Gen- 
eral had already gold their right to 
continue to operate their undertaking 
to the Utilities Company for q figure 
larger than the sum they will receive 
from the City in case the by-law is 
passed. 

The general opinion of the Council 
was that the overtures of the Com- 
pany were very ill-advised and ill-tim- 
ed at this moment, when the time 
available is entirely too short to allow 
of a proper investigation of the pro- 
posal being made. Why were these 
proposals not presented before? Why 
wait to present them until a week be- 
fore the voting? It was pointed out 
that if the Utilities Company wished 
to buy this plant, the time to make an 
offer to the City would be after the 
by-law had been passed. 

The Western General Company en- 
tered into an agreement with the City 
to sell out at 4 price to be fixed by 
the Public Utilities Board, and the 
City agreed on their part to submit a 
by-law for the amount necessary. I 
am quite content to leave to the judg- 
ment of my fellow citizens the ques. 
tion of the business ethics involved 
in thig sale by the Western General 
to the Utilities Company, but there 
does seem to be ground for the view 
that such a sale at such a time is not 
in accordance with the spirit of the 
agreement between the Western Gen- 
eral and the City, and not what we 
might have expected in view of that 
agreement. 

What, then, will be the position if 
the by-law is defeated? It will be 
that the Northern Utilities Company 
will operate the plant, possibly under 
the name of the Western General. 
They will have all the privileges of 
the Western General, including the 
perpetual franchise. A@ for the ba‘t 
that is offered of a reduction of ‘20 
per cent. in the light rate, that is 
nothing but a delusion and a snare. 
It is not possible to hold any company 
to a contract for price. If they can 
satisfy the Public Utilities Board that 
they are not making interest at 2 per 
cent. and depreciation at 4 per cent., 
they can get an increase of rates, re- 
gardless of their solemn contractg. 
The company would in all probability 
make changes and improvements 
which would increase their capital in- 
vestment. This would justify them 
in asking for increased rates, and the 
experience of Calgary and Lethbridge 
proves conclusively that they would 
get what they asked for. : 

‘On the other hand, if the City gets 
posseesion of the plant, we shall then 
be in a position to consider any pro- 
posal, and there can be no doubt that 
no company would ever get any per- 
petual franchise. 

I have no doubt that this untimely 
intervention of the Northern Utilities 
Company is in the nature of a move 
to forestall development by the Cal- 
gary Power Company: of their hydro- 
electric proposals. These two hig 
companies are jockeying for position, 
and Red Deer is the strategic point. 
Whoever gets Red Deer, gets an over- 
whelming advantage over the other. 
Let us get into this game, not as 
pawns but as players. 

If we pass the by-law, we can prac- 
tically make our own terms. We can 
either sell or we can operate our: 
selves. We can take advantage of 
the hydro-electric development or any 
other scheme that will provide us with 
cheaper power and light.

Eggs are the breakfast food of the 
nation and have great food value. 

Eggs contain all the necessary ele- 
ments for the growth and proper de- 
velopment of the young and the re- 
placing of waste tissue in the adult. 

Eggs being a perishable product 
care should be taken in their keeping. 

Keep eggs in a cool dry place anil 
away from anything smelly, such as 
fish, onions, cheese or kerosene. 

There are no substitutes for eggs. 

Eggs enrich the blood and keep it 
in proper solution. 

Eggs are invaluable and indispene- 
able in health and in sickness. 

The absence of eggs in the diet is 
hurtful. 

Mothers should consider how much 
eges foster the growth and develop.

ervisors. The aim and object of the 
Division is to take direct to the agri- 
culturist knowledge obtained ‘by test 
and experiment at the Dominion Ex: 
perimental Farms and Stations and 
far spread agricultural colleges. To 
give the largest number of farmers 
the best opportunity of taking advan- 
tage of the demonstrations and pro- 
ceedings the Illustration Stations are 
located, as far as possible, on road- 
fronting farms or in centres of dis- 
tricts. Nor is soil and plant cultiva- 
tion the sole object of attention. En- 
couragement of better live stock is 
aimed at, and as a consequence many 
farmers, some for the first time, have 
been induced to obtain improved sir. 
es and to weed out inferior animals.

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= MANAGEMENT 
Of Western General Would 


_ Not Produce Loss 


To the Editor of The News: 


‘Dear Sir:—Kindly allow me space 
in your next issue to discuss some 
phases regarding the purchase of the 
‘Western General Electric Co.'s plant 
by the city. 

There is still some doubt among 
numerous citizens as to whether it will 
pay its way or become a burden on the 
rates, and I trust I can add something 
to clear away any doubts that some 


- may have. 


I think that so many statements and 
figures have been presented that con- 
fusion of thought with citizens has 
been the result. The question of how 
the Company have managed their 
affairs, the salaries they have paid, is 
purely their business; the only thing 
that concerns us is whether the city 
can make it pay or otherwise, or can 
we make any reduction in the expendi- 
ture as set out in the detailed items 
80 as to show a greater profit? 

At the recent public meeting His 
Worship the Mayor dealt exhaustively 
with various schemes as alternatives 
to the present plant, outlined by Mr. 
R. A. Brown of Calgary. I do not pro- 
pose to deal with them, though it is 
well to keep in view whether in the 
immediate future electricity could be 
produced more cheaply than by steam 
power. 

The object the Council had in view 


‘in bringing the question to an issue 


was:— 

First, to obtain a reduction of the 
rates for light and power now in force. 
In this they failed. The Public Utili- 
tles Commissioners took the view that 
the Company could not continue to 
operate if the rates were reduced, and 
it is well to bear in mind that the 
same argument would probably hold 
good in ten years’ time to an even 
;greater degree. 

Second: The valuation of the plant 
with the right of purchase by the city, 
:and thus to extinguish a long-standing 
‘feeling of injustice inthe matter of the 
‘franchise, and what a large proportion 
‘of citizens considered excessive rates 
‘in comparison with other towns sim- 
‘lar to Red Deer. In considering the 
jprice to be paid, one has to take into 
saccount one great advantage that the 
city will be absolute master in its own 
thouse so far as this question is con- 
cerned. 

An analysis of the financial state- 
ments of the Company for 1921-1922— 
1923, as placed before the Public Utili- 
ties Commissioners in June, 1924, to- 
gether with an itemized revenue and 
expenditure account, will amply repay 
study. It is difficult to reconcile these 
various statements and that appeared 
to be the feeling of many persons at 
the recent public meeting. Auditor 
Harvey was of the same opinion. An 
instance of this is the auto expenses; 
in the itemized statement for 1923, it 
is $190.82, in the comparative state- 
ment it is $590.82. 

To get down as nearly as possible to 
profit and loss as it would affect the 
city if buying, I have taken out those 
items of expense which the city would 
not incur, allowing $1,000 per year for 
clerical work at the city office, and 
$3,000 per year for a manager to have 
full control. The amount thus saved 
is a considerable sum. The question 
of the city having a store for the sale 
of electrical supplies has not yet been 
discussed, therefore need not be taken 
dnto account at present.

This shows o decrease in all items 
except coal, and that is abnormal. 

It is to be noted that the decreased 
revenue of 1923, as compared with 
1921, is nearly balanced by the de- 
creased expenditure in 1923, and if the 
cost of fuel had been approximately 
the same in 1923 as in 1921, it would 
have made a difference of more than 
$2000. 

This abnormal increase requires 
some explanation as the cost of coal 
in 1923 was less than in 1921, To use 
about two tons per day of coal on a 
decreased output of current is difficult 
to account for unless a thoroughly 
competent steam engineer had all the 
data upon which to base his opinion. : 

That, in my view, has been the weak 
point in all the evidence of all the ex- 
perts given before the Public Utilities 
Commissioners. Statements have been 
made and accepted without any proof 
being adduced as to their correctness 
or reliability. It would be interesting 
to know what the cost of fuel was and 
its quality, used in 1924 and 19265. 

The whole question of the plant be- 
ing a paying concern hinges upon what 
it costs to produce the electricity sold, 
and there is nat the slightest doubt in 
my mind, in spite of the statements 
before me with an apparent decrease 
in revenue, that it is a good paying 
proposition. 

From the itemized expenditure’ the 
following deductions should be made 
if the plant is run by the city:—

To this saving of $8084.12 should be 
added the profit of $319.63,making a 
total of $8403.75, assuming that’ the 
revenue and expenditure remain the 
same as in 1923, 

In the comparative statement of 
1921 and 1923, the auto expense is stat- 
ed to have been $612.15 and $590.32, 
respectively, a difference. at least of 
$400. The manager's salary is also 
stated to be $7600, whilst the nearest 
amount that could be placed to that of 
the manager in the itemized statement 
is $7,100, a difference of $400. 

Thes® amounts put together, with a 
reduction in the coal bill of $2000, to 
bring that item back to normal, would 
amount ‘to considerably more than 
$10,000—surely a sufficient margin to 
remove any doubt from the minds of 
any who fear it is not going to pay the 
city to purchase, or become a burden 
on the rates.

Inspired by the principle that the 
worker has a right to education be- 
yond that given in the primary 
schools, the Frontier Gollege has sent 
its instructore to the mines, the for- 
ests, the fisheries, the outlying settle- 
ments and the factories, and has car- 
ried on educational work in remote 
places. University men and students 
in research departments engage in 
the same hard manual labour as 
their fellows by day and achieve suc. 
cess in teaching after working hours. 
Each year has seen an increasing en- 
rolment of students and instructors, 
proving that success will follow effort 
to carry opportunity to the workers 
when tact and courage are combined 
with instruction. A little support 
from a provincial government here, 
or from a railroad there, an occas: 
{onal gift by a corporation or indivi- 
dual; so the Frontier College hac 
built up its courses and its reputation 
with only the pith of education to 
stimulate {t and no glamour to 
smooth the steps te Parnassus. 

To the man, anywhere in Canada,

SUPREME COURT 
SITTINGS IN 
RED DEER 


The sittings of the Supreme Court 
in Red Deer last week lasted only a 
little more than one day. Mr. Justice 
Walsh presided. The cases tried 
were: Gordon. Parsons v. Lavender & 
Clark. In this case the Plaintiff was 
suing for $5,200.00 damages for 
breach of contract arising out of 
wrongful dismissal. He had been en- 
gaged by the Defendants to sell Ford 
cars for them on commission, and was 
dismissed by them ‘because of alleged 
failure to carry out his side of the 
agreement efficiently. Before his fin- 
ai dismissal there had been friction, 
which however had been adjusted be- 
tween the parties for the time being. 
Later the Defendants again found 
fault with the Plaintiff and dismissed 
him. The contention of the Plaintiff 
was that his work was not inefficient 
and produced results at a date after 
his dismissal. Mr. McClure, counsel 
for the Plaintiff, conducted quite a 
lively cross-examination of the De. 
fendant H. Lavender, directed towards 
establishing this latter contention of 
the Plaintiff and also towards shak- 
ing the contention of the Defendants 
that to some extent it was the fact 
of the Plaintiff trying to sell cars out- 
eide his proper territory that influ: 
enced them in dismissing him. Judge 
Walsh held that the termination of 
the contract was not justifiable under 
the circumstances and found for the 
Plaintiff. He fixed the damages at 
$750, and gave the Plaintiff the full 
costs of the case. Mr. McClure act- 
ed for the Plaintiff; Mr. Farthing, of 
Calgary, for defendants. 

Cc. T. Eline v. Minna Bline. ‘This 
was an undefended action for di- 
vorce and a decree nisi was granted 
in the usual termes. Mr. McClure was 
counsel for Plaintiff. 

C. R. Griffin v. Henrietta Griffin. 
This also was an undefended action 
for divorce. Decree was granted. Mr. 
Norris of Alix, acted for Plaintiff. 

R. Dooley v. S. Leader was an ac. 
tion for damages for alienation of the 
affections of Plaintiff's wife. The case 
was settled out of court and _ with: 
drawn. Payne & Graham acted for 
Plaintiff; J. S. McCormick, Lacombe, 
for Defendant. 

J. T. Berry v. Confederation T.ife 
Association. The Plaintiff was suing 
for damages for wrongful dismissal 
The case was adjourned to allow of 
an attempt at settlement. Payne & 
Graham acted for Plaintiff; Parsons 
& Carson for Defendant.

“THE THIEF OF 
BAGHDAD” 


SHOWN AT THE 
EMPRESS THEATRE 


On the last three days of last week 
the Empress Theatre showed the 
widely known picture, “The Thief of 
Baghdad.” It i@ one of the pictures 
in which Douglas Fairbanks takes the 
leading part, and is of a spectacular 
character like so many of this actor's 
pictures, “It is undoubtedly a fine pic 
ture, the photography being of the 
highest type.

The fighting is a shade un- 
satisfactory. ‘i almost always is on 
the real stage or the moving pictures, 
the only complete exception to that 
rule being that wonderful picture 
“The Four Horsemen of the Apoca. 
lypse.” Altogether it is an amusing 
picture and it gives Douglas Fair. 
banks the chance he always tries for 
of displaying his gymnastic ability in 
various antics. The picture must have 
cost a great deal to make, and it has 
been advertised on a most lavish 
scale, and shown practically all over 
the world. It is a curious comment: 
ary on the comparative poverty of 
imagination in respect to plots and 
incidents which marke the moving 
picture industry that so much moncy 
and so much effort should have been 
given to the production and display 
of a picture which merely tells in pic. 
torial form a story of the kind which 
can be found in the “Arabian Nights” 
or “The Blue Fairy Book” of child- 
hood days.

A SENSIBLE AGREEMENT 


The agreement which was come to 
at the City Council of a week ago 
with respect to the taxation of 
church property in the city is a sen- 
sible one. The question of the Par- 
ish Hall, which was really the point 
at issue, has caused a considerable 
amount of discussion and _ friction. 
Moreover, there was the fact that by 
the previous arrangement the com- 
munity wags deprived of the use of a 
building eminently suited for many 
of the gatherings which are from time 
to time held here. The compromise 
settlement is a fair one and respects 
the interests both of the churches 
and of other people in town such as 
owners of the theatres, hotels, and 


restaurants, who are certainly en- 
titled to all due consideration. The 
spirit in which the matter was 


discussed at the Council was quite a 
good one. It was marked by an ab- 
sence of feeling and a wish to be 
fair all round. The Mayor and Com- 
missioner ‘Stephenson, who were re- 
sponsible for the proposal which wae 
adopted, are to be congratulated on a 
useful piece of work and the Council 
likewise for the manner in which the 
proposal was received. The amicable 
adjustment of even comparatively 
small matters such as this is a good 
sign of the general spirit of com- 
promise and mutual consideration in 
the community. It ig on such a spirit 
that the successful government, both 
local and national, of civilized peop!+s 
is based. 


A STRANGE SITUATION 


Apparently when the Dominion par- 
liament meets in December, Mr. Me. 
Kenzie King the ‘Prime Minister, 
will not be a member of the house. 
According to present reports he is 
not going to seek re-election before 
parliament meets, and he has accepted 
the resignation of all those members 
of his cabinet who were beaten at ithe 
general election with the exception of 
Mr. Graham, Minister of Railways. 
Such a situation is without precedent 
in Canada and must be practically 
without precedent in constitutional 
history. For a man to hold the pre- 
miership of a democratic country 
without holding a seat in either the 
House of Commons or the Upper 
House is a truly remarkable situation 
and by no means a agatisfactory one. 
After all it is parliament which is 
supposed to have the supreme auth- 
ority in a country and not merely the 
Cabinet. In the present situation, 
the country will be in a position of 
having a parliament which does not 
directly control the government and 
having as the head of the govern- 
ment a man who cannot appear in 
that parliament. It is said tht Mr. 
LaPointe is to be the nominal head 
of the government in parliament, but 
as long as Mr. MoKenzie King retains 
the premiership, it ia quite obvious 
that Mr. LaPointe’s leadership in the 
house is a mere formality. Such a 
Situation naturally cannot continue. 
It may mean that Mr. McKenzie King 
anticipates an immediate defeat in 
parliament and another election, at 
which he may hope to be elected, or 
it may mean that the Liberal party 
has intimated to him that it is not 
very anxious about seeing him elected 
in any circumstances, and that it can 
do quite well without him. In that 
event his resignation of the premier- 
ship must come immediately. Pos- 
sibly again, Mr. McKenzie King may 
think that until the House has given 
some indication of what its line of 
action is likely to be, it is not worth 
while putting the country and any in- 
dividuals concerned to the expense of 
by-elections to provide him or any 
other minister with seats in the 
House. Provided the arrangement is 
entirely temporary, there may be 
something to be said for this view. 
Of courge Mr. McKenzie King can- 
not, and there is no reason to believe 
that he would try to, defy parliament 
and refuse to resign the premiership 
because he is no longer a member of 
the House and subject tc the imme- 
diate action of the House. A major- 

“ity in the House demanding his res- 

ignation would certainly result in his 
Mismissal by the Governo#General, 
ifhe refused to resign, and the sum- 
moning of another premier. 

The Progressives are in a most dif. 
ficult position. The recent election 
has indicated that their party is a 
dwindling one. They cannot hope 
with confidence to arrest the process 
of diminution. There will, therefore, 
be an extraordinarily strong tempta- 
tion to those men to use their tem- 
porarily powerful position in the 
House to get for themselves a person. 
al advantage, and, judging by Mr. 
McKenzie King'a election speeches. 
he will certainly have no scruples 
about putting such temptation in their 
way. A man who openly spoke about 
offering to make a member who would 
give up his seat for a government 
nominee, “happy for life,” with a gov: 
ernment appointment apparently irre- 


spective of his qualification for any 
appointment, will certainly not hesi- 
tate to try to induce the Progressives, 
by any means in his power, to give 
him their support.

There seems to be no doubt that 
there is profound dissatisfaction 
throughout the country with the re- 
sult of the election, and something 
like a general feeling that Canada 
at the present moment is badly in 
need of an outstanding personality to 
take charge of and. direct its political 


There is no sign at the present 
of such a personality emerging.

Before our next issue the by-law for 
the purchase of the Western General 
Blectric Company’s undertaking will 
have been voted on by the citizens of 
Red Deer. Thanks to the entirely 
proper action of the Council, the ques- 
tiom has been well ventilated, and in- 
formation has heen put at the dispos- 
al of the peaple, which should help 
them to form an intelligent opinion on 
the subject. On the whole, it looks as 
if the City would be doing a wise thing 
to make this purchase. The price has 
been fixed by an entirely impartial 
body after thorough investigation. 


The desirability of the City owning 
an undertaking which supplies’ the 
everyday commodities of light and 


power to the homes of the City seems 
to be pretty generally recognized. 
The whole question is whether it will 
be a good business venture, and there 
do not appear to have been any valid 
arguments advanced, to show that it 
will not be such, even if, for the sake 
of caution, it is admitted that some 
of the estimates of profits to be earn- 
ed by the City may be too optimistic. 

At the end of last week, moreover, 
a new element was introduced into 


the situation .which needs careful 
consideration. This was the an- 
nouncement that Mr. W. A. Moore 


had come to an agreement with the 
Northern Utilities Corporation for the 
purchase by the Corporation of the 
Western General’s undtrtaking, .or 
for the granting of an option to the 
Corporation to purchase that under. 
taking. This announcement was fol- 
lowed by the appearance in Rea Deer 
of Mr. Yorath, the Corporation's rep- 
resentative and his meeting the Coun- 
cil, when he gave the Council to un- 
derstand that his corporation wished 
to buy the Western General’s under- 
taking, and was willing to give the 
City a reduced rate for light and pow- 
er. Now, it naturally occurs to any- 
body who considers this development 
that Mr. Yorath and his company, who 
are experienced and skilful business 
people, would not have entered into 
any such agreement with the Western 
General Company without first ascer- 
taining just what the position of the 
latter company was. Presumably they 
took into consideration the proposed 
by-law and purchase by the City. The 
proceedings between the Western 
General and the City were duly report- 
ed in the Calgary and Edmonton pap- 
ers and Mr. Yorath'’s own company has 
only recently had a somewhat similar 
Dreeze with the City of Calgary. With 
those facts in mind it occurs to one 
to ask this question: Would Mr. 
Yorath's company have entered into 
any agreement with the Westera Gen. 
eral Company if they had not thought 
that the loral company’s undertaking 
was worth getting hold of? Further, 
having entered into such an agree. 
ment, would Mr. Yorath's company 
wish to see the City of Red Deer im. 
mediately buy the Western General's 
undertaking, and thereby render per- 
fectly uselese any agreement between 
the Western General and Mr. Yorath’s 
company? Again, why does a large 
corporauion like Mr. Yurath's want to 
bother about buying a trifling little 
undertaking like the Western Gener. 
al’s? Is it because the Western Gen- 
eral and Red Deer occupy an impor- 


tant position in a scheme of much 
larger development than has yet 
been publicly announced? Is Red 


Deer a key position in a big scheme 
of province-wide electrical develop- 
ment? If so, the sooner Red Deer gets 
possession of the Western General 
undertaking and gets its hands free 
for bargaining purposes, the better it 
is likely to be for the citizens of Red 
Deer. If there is something being 
planned in the way of extensive de 
velopment, Red Deer ought certainly 
not to throw away the chance now of: 
fered of occupying a favourable posl- 
tion for making good terms for iteelf 
with respect to that development.

THE BRITISH SUBMARINE 
DISASTER 


Only a few weeks ago a submarine 
of the United States navy was sunk 
in a collision and all but three on 
board were drowned. Last week came 
the news that one of the largest sub- 
marines in the British navy had gone 
down with all hands off the south 
coast of England. The disaster does 
not seem to have been the result of 
any collision but to have been due to 
some inherent defect in the stability 
of the ship. She was one of a clasa 
known as submarine monitors, which 
carried a very heavy gun in addition 
to the ordinary torpedo and _ light 
armament. The class has been ilk 
fated, three having been sunk in the 
war, and one lost since the war off 
the Scilly Isles. The Admiralty re- 
cently decided that all of the class 
except one were to be put out of 
commission, but the decision was evi- 
dently not given effect to in time to 
save the lives of the men on this par- 
ticular ship. There is something 
very terrible about a death of this 
kind, for the men are entombed alive 
beneath the sea, and death must come 
slowly unless they decided, as they 
might well do, and as was done on 
more than one occasion in the war, to 
shoot themselves rather than die of 
suffocation as the air in the ship be 
comes exhausted. Like the aeroplan- 
es and airships the submarines have 
taken a heavy toll of human life. 
They are needed for the defence of 
the Empire, and it seems that there 
is never any lack of men _ brave 
enough to volunteer for this service. 
A tribute of admiration and sympathy 
is due to them now, and to those 
relatives and friends who must mourn 
their loss.

R. S. Gillespie Speaks on Boy Scout 
Work 


At the Rotary Club lunch on Mon. 
day, R. S. Gillespie gave an excellent 
addresa on Boy Scout work, which is 
so wel! worth the attention of the 
public, and particularly of parents, 
that we have much pleasure in pub. 
lishing it in full. Mr. Gillespie spoke 
as follows: 

Today I am intending to give to 
you an idea of the philosophy of Scout- 
ing. This will have special reference 
to the means that we take of carrying 
out this philosophy, especially during 
the winter evenings when to an out- 
sider it would appear very dificult to 
find things to interest the boys and 
at the same time be instructive to 
them. Scouting is intended to bring 
out certain abilities in boys by means 
of games. In these days of hustle and 
bustle people gradually lost the abil- 
ity to laugh. We endeavor by means 
of these games to create a spirit of 
laughter, and at the same time to in 
stil into the minds of the boys cer- 
tain basic principles of advantage to 
them. It is necessary for the Scout: 
master to become a boy in_ spirit 
with the judgment of a man. Prob 
ably there is no nation of the world 
so scout-like nationally as the British 
people. Those of you who know. will 
remember that during the last war 
the whole thing was made a game. 
They made jokes of everything. The 
theatres encouraged it. They spoke 
of getting on with the war much the 
same as they would of getting on with 
a game of cricket. That is the spirit 
(hat we try to inculcate in our hove 
in scouting. The endeavor is made 
to really “educate” in its proper 
sonse, which meane to “lead out” the: 
boys. There aré several things which 
you will all remember from your boy- 
hood as being very important. You 
will remember the importance that 
any particular ceremony had, a promi- 
nence out of all due proportion ag 
judged by your present day standards. 
We use these ceremonies with the 
idea of again impressing on a ‘boy 
the seriousness of certain acts. For 
instance we hold an investiture of a 
scout at the stage when he has passed 
his tenderfoot stage. In this he pub- 
licly makes a promise before his 
brother scouts to keep a certain prom- 
ise which T shall come to later. 

You also remember how much gam. 
es played in your early life impresse] 
you. These we also use, but we 
choose games to develop the team 
spirit of fairness, to develop the boys 
physically and mentally, that is, in 
quickness of thought. 

Now we come to the matter of the 
promise. The promise is threefold 
and reads as follows: “I promise on 
my honour, to do my best to do my 
duty to God and the King, to help 
others at all times, and to obey the 
Scout Law.” This promise is taken 
solemnly and with the Scout's hand 
upon the national flag and ‘before the 
rest of his brother Scouts. In most 
cases it is his first public promise, 
his first pledge and is hig first step 
towards manhood. We shall analyze 
this promise to see how all-embracing 
it is, and I shall later try to show 
how we endeavor to bring out the 
meaning of this promise to the 
scouts by our later training. 

The study of nature is one of the 
great items of scouting. This is done 
for two reasons, party for information 
and partly because it impresses on 
the boy the greatness and vastness of 
the universe in which we live and by 
doing this encourages a deeper respect 
and reverence for the Almighty. It is 
impossible for any man who je delv- 
ing continually into the secrets, not 
only of the nature around us, but 
also of the heavenly bodies, not to 
be Impressed with his own smallness 
and the perfection of the universe. 
In this way, we encourage religion. 
The matter of the Scout's patriotism

and of the country in which we. are 
living. 


a speech to the scouts ig approaching 


These stories are never long, 
in fact any one’ who attempts to make 


the matter from the wrong end. “A 
five-minute talk is all they‘ever get 
and is usually quite long enough. The 
second phase of the promise, namely, 
“Help others at all times,” is brought 
out in various ways, but just here I 
wish to explain a little about the or- 
ganization of a troop to show that 
that also tends to bring out this very 
principle. Five or six boys are group- 
ed together and one of them is put in 
charge. He appoints his second in 
command and they are made respon- 
sible for the training of the boys un- 
der their control! Three or four of 
these patrols are grouped together in 
a troop, and ‘a troop-leader is elected 
by ballot. A court of honour is com- 
posed of group leaders, seconds, troop- 
leaders, assistant scout master, and 
scoutmaster, who is there purely ex- 
officio and does not cast any votes, 
which means that these boys ‘have the 
control of their own troop in their 
own hands theoretically, although the 
scoutmaster can usually, by a few 
quiet words here and there, have the 
troop run along. the lines which his 
riper judgment would approve. This 
brings out to all of the boys an ia 
that it is their troop and the troop is 
only so good as ‘they make it. This 
develops a troop spirit and no ‘boy 
would think of doing anything which 
would hurt the troop. 

In the summer-time we take hikes 
in the country and endeavor in quiet 
ways and by little games to make the 
boys self-reliant in the open. They 
must cook their own food, carry their 
own tent, or half of it as the case may 
be, and carry enough equipment on 
them to be able to pitch camp and 
live in the open for a short time with- 
out a conveyance of any kind. In 
this little hike camp, usually two fel- 
lows go together, each one carrying 
one half of a pup tent with him and 
they even divide up their equipment 
to a certain extent, thus making it 
easier for them to get along, patrol 
leaders being in charge of their pat- 
rols as usual. In this way a general 
troop spirit is developed and the boys 
get the idea that to help others, one 
must be efficient oneself. The games 
are nearly all of a team nature where 
the failure of any one boy to do his 
part spoils the chances of his side 
winning. They are put on their hon- 
our and their honour is believed un- 
til the most damning evidence against 
them is obtained. A very important 
point is that the boys never find out 
if we can at all help it that we have 
any suspicion that they have broken 
their word or been disloyal to the 
troop in any way, unless very  con- 
vincing evidence is produced and: in 
that cage the court of honour, that is, 
the boys themselves, deal with the 
case. As part of this troop training 
we carry out a little bit of community 
singing, but endeavor to make it so 
that there is a portion of the troop 
responsible for a particular part of 
the song. The old English “rounds” 
come in very handy there, and you 
would be surprised at times to know 


the amount of scout training, not 
necessarily music, that we obtain 
from a little song like that. If you 


were to come down to the shack some 
Friday night you would very likely 
hear some such round as “London’s 
Burning” being sung by all the boys 
now at the top of their voices, now 
barely above a whisper, and then 
finishing off sharply at the last. This 
control of the volume is part of the 
training in that it trains their obser- 
vation, at the same time making it 
necessary for them to keep the proper 
time in the tune. The third part of 
the promise is to obey the Scout Law. 
This covers everything from the prom. 
ise not to pull the cat’s tail to open- 
ing a deposit in a savings bank and 
this part need not be touched on fur- 
ther. 

Now, in order to show you how we 
spend a winter evening, I intend to 
give you a specimen of our programme 
each evening. At 7.30 the troop cal) 
is given either by myself or by the 
troop-leader. That call, by the way, is 
only permitted to be used by either 
of us and it means instant attention 
no matter what any scout may be do- 
ing. It is not used very often and only 
on occasions when necessary. That 
is the type of discipline which we en- 
deavor to instil, not discipline which 
is always being tried out merely to 
show it off, but a discipline which is 
there when needed. After the troop 
line-up {n their horseshoe formation 
around the stove in the ehack, the 
roll is called and announcements re 
lating to the patrol competitions are 
given, After this, the patrol leaders 
take charge and go ahead with the 
training of their patrols in any way 
that they see fit. The troop-leader 
and scoutmaster are there to give 
suggestions and to test out the know- 
ledge of any of the boys on any par- 
ticular subject which ig required 
About 8.15 we collect again and som 
sort of a game is indulged in. Some 
evenings we go out in the open and 
do a little bit of what they call night 
scouting. One instance of this I will 
relate, that is in reference to a game 
where the troop was split in two and 
each half given the defence of a lan- 
tern set each in the middle of the 
field and to which no scout could ap- 
proach closer than 30 feet. The in- 
tention wag for the opposite side to 
crawl in unseen and capture this lan- 
tern without being seen. It took 
about five minutes for one side to 
send one of their men through th 
opposition side ‘by a little strategy. 
He lay down flat on his stomach wit! 
his feet toward the lantern, thus be- 
ing in the same position which his 
opponents would be. He then crawled 
backwards gradually and soon seized 
the lantern. After a game or two we 
come inside and about twenty minutes 
to nine we ‘have what we call our 
camp-fire scene. This begins by a 
talk by our scoutmaster along any 
line. Then it is followed by some 
form of competition. Probably a 
story is started by some member who 
upon reaching a certain point stops 


and leaves ‘the next man to continue. 
This is_a development.of,the imagin- 
ation and is; amusing and. really. in- 
structive; and then later-as I: men- 
tioned before, we have a little bit of 


‘singing or. there may. be some scouts 
to invest, ag'there will be this com- |!

ing night, when ten boys are to take 
the promise outlined above in . the 


presence of the balance of the troop]: 


and with their hand upon the Union 
Jack. About 9 we break off,. giving, 
the promise together and saluting the 
flag, which always hangs in the shack. 


This is merely an outline of what is]: 


being done, and I have to apologize 
for any imperfections in the account 
of it on the ground of my compara- 
tive inexperience, as I am ~the 
youngest scoutmaster in town.

ple in all countries, and particularly 
for boys of all ages, but perhaps 
British locomotives have about them 
a fascination greater than those of 
any other country. The reason for 
this may be that there has always 
been about British locomotives a 
dash of the artistic, and a euggestion 
of sporting romance. The bright col- 
ours in which they are painted, vary- 
ing with the different companies to 
which they belong, the fact that 
many of the companies used to and 
some still do give their engines nam- 
es, the high speeds habitually run, 
and the occasional thrilling races 
which have taken place between com- 
peting companies, all have helped to 
create this atmosphere of romance. 

In most countries of the world, in- 
cluding Canada and the United Stat- 
es, the locomotives are painted a 
uniform black with little or no = at. 
tempt at artistic effect of any kind, 
and a visitor to a great railway ata: 
tion in Canada or the States can ex- 
pect to see little more than technical 
differences in design and appexrance 
between the different engines he may 
see there even when they belong to 
different companies. Their general 
appearance is much the same. They 
are big, powerful, businesslike ma- 
chines, but that is all. Suppose, how- 
ever, that a young traveller with a 
seeing eye, and even a slight know- 
ledge of technical engineering, finds, 
or perhaps one should now say, found 
himself up till a couple of years ago, 
at a great British junction at a busy 
time of the day or night he would 
have quite a different experience. 
Suppose he found himself at Carlisle 
Citadel Station between the hours of 
11 p.m. and 2 in the morning, for 
preference on an early August night, 
what would he have seen and’ what 
in slightly modified faghion, would he 
still see? 

That period of the 24 hours is the 
best time to visit Carlisle, because it 
jis the time when most of the great 
night expresses between England and 
Scotland are passing through this 
border city. Night time, too, brings 
out best the romantic gide of the 
railways, when a maze of red and 
green signal lights are gleaming and 
changing at the entrance to the sta- 
tion, when furnace fires glow red on 
rolling white steam clouds in the 
darkness, and, be it confessed, when 
that darkness hides or the electric 
light only partially reveals the grimy 
side of the railway world. 

Let the youthful visitor stroll first 
to the north end of the long main 
platform, raised, as all British rail- 
way platforms are, some three feet or 
so above the level of the rails, and 
let him look north to where a few 
miles away in the darkness lies the 
Scottish border. There will be a good 
deal of shunting or switching going 
on in the goods or freight yards out 
beyond the station, where grimy tank 
or plebeian goods engines are mar- 
shalling goods waggons or freight 
cars, but the boy will ignore these, 
his business for the moment being 
with the aristocracy of the loco- 
motive world, the mainline express 
engines. From out in the darkness 
he would hear a shrill harsh whistle, 
quite unlike the deep boom of a Cana. 
dian engine, and then into the station 
lights would come a train of dark red 
coloured carriages or coaches drawn 
by engine coloured a dark brown with 
thin bands of yellow and red pickin- 
out the hoops of the boiler and the 
edges of both cab and tender. Prob- 
ably it would be one of the Atlantic 
type. which for years have run the 
expresses of this company into and 
out of Carlisle. That is to say, it 
would be an engine with a leading 
bogie truck of four wheels, then 4 
coupled driving wheels, of which the 
rear pair is connected with the cylin. 
der rod, and a pair of trailing wheele 
under the fire box. The funnel would 
be very small, and, unlike Canadian 
or American engines, the big driving 
wheels come up on each side of the

with splashers, or cases, on one of 
which in red and gold letters would 
be painted the name of the engine. 
They are not handsome, these par- 
ticular engines, nor have they earned 
a great reputation for speed and 
power in spite of being amongst the 
very biggest in Britain. Their na‘nes, 
however, have been well chosen, for 
they are called after characterg from 
Sir Walter, Scott’s novels, us is ‘it- 
ting, seeing that before they reach 
Carlisle they come through the heart 
of Sir Walter’s own country, past 
Abbotsford, his home, and much of 
the district where he spent most of 


his life and of which he wrote. “Meg 
Merrilees,” “Auld Reekie,” “Waver- 
ley,” are some of the names _ that 


might be seen as they come elowly 
into the station where their journey 
ends. They belong, or rather they 
did belong, to the North British Com: 
pany, and they have come just short 
of 100 miles from Edinburgh over a 
road of steep gradients and sharp 
curves, which do not lend themselves 
to really fast running. Possibly, how- 
ever, it might not be an Atlantic 
which would be hauling the train. It 
might be a slightly smaller but much 
handsomer engine, with 4 coupled 
driving wheels and inside cylinders, 
a feature which in itself would mark 
it out as strange to a visitor from 
Canada, where there is no such thing 
a3 an inside cylinder engine. The 
engines of this class are also named 
from Scott’s novels, and some of the 
names are laden with romance. “Hal 
o’ the Wynd,” “Madge Wildfire,” and 
other such names are amongst them, 
byt they no longer carry the old 
familiar letters “N.B.” on their ten- 
ders, and they no longer wear the 
brown livery of their early days. The 
North British Company has been ab- 
sorbed in the big London and North 
Eastern, and the last time the pres- 
ent writer saw “Hal o’ the Wynd,” 
he was wearing a new coat of bril- 
liant green, which it must be said suit- 
ed him admirably. 

Following the brown engines and 
their red train would come another 
train, ‘heralded by an even more thin 
‘and shrill screaming whistle, and this 
time the engine would be coloured 
dark green, and would carry on its 
tender the letters “ G. & S.W.” for 
Glasgow and South Western. It 
would probably be a biggish engine 
with 6 coupled driving wheels, but 
rather low set, not as imposing as 
either of the North British types, and 
in fact a disappointing engine in 
respect of speed, for the more recent 
engines of this railway seem to have 
been sluggish in their running and 
quite unable to do anything sensational 
or record-breaking. They are not 
even up to thelr older comrades of 
the line, small, compact but smart 
little engines, which did some fine 
tunning in their day. None of them 
carry names, and to this extent the- 
are not a very attractive lot, nor 
have they ever been concerned in any 
exciting racing. They also are now 
part of the London and North Eastern 
line, and have slightly altered the 
tint of their colouring to a lighter 
green. 

Then when green and brown engin- 
es had glided past into the station 
the watcher would hear a deep boom- 
ing whistle closely regembling that 
of the Canadiam engines, and he 
would see coming down on him a 
train, and usually a long heavy train, 
of carriages with sides painted dark 
chocolate below and cream white 
above, drawn by a type of engine 
that is the pride of the Scottish rail. 
road world, the famous “Dunalistair” 
Caledonians. Dark blue they used to 
be, these engines, with 4 coupled 
wheels 6 feet 6 inches in diameter, 
and beautifully, symmetrical linea. 
They have grown In size since the 
first of them appeared some 25 to 30 
years ago, but they have always been 
engines that combined sp2ed and 
power in a high degree. They belong 
to a line which held a reputation for 
speed and kept up that reputation. 
For years these engines took a train 
regularly from Forfar to Perth at an 
average speed of over 60 miles an 
hour. For years the lHmited postal 
express covered the 90 miles from 
Perth to Aberdeen each morning at 
almost 60 miles an hour start to stop. 
Day after day and night after night 
they have whirled down Beattock 
Bank on their way to Carlisle at 
speeds reaching up as high as 85 
miles an hour or even slightly more 
on occasion. Though there are big: 
ger engines than the Dunalistairs on 
the Caledonian line it was the Dun. 
alistairag that made the reputation of 
the line for fine engine work. It is 
some 25 years ago now that there 
was some ‘keen competition betewen 
the then Midland line with its part- 
ner the North British and the East 
Coast lines between London and Edin- 
burgh, and the trains of these lines 
were arriving is: Edinburgh consider- 
ably before their time. The Cale- 
donian and their partners the North 
Western were also competitors be- 
tween London and Edinburgh, and 
for a time they watched the fight be- 
tween the other rivale without taking 
action. Finally they decided that 
both ‘business and honour forbade 
that they should remain quiescent. 
The afternoon express from London 
by the North Western route reached 
Carlisle on time one day, and was 
handed over to the Caledonian line. 
A Dunalistair was waiting to take i! 
on to Edinburgh. The distance ‘by 
that line is just over 100 miles, and 
the time allowed wae about 2 hours 
and a quarter. The Dunalistair en- 
gine set off to show what could be 
done and somewhat to the conster-. 
nation of travellers and their friends, 
it brought the train into Edinburgh 
over half an hour before time. It 
has. been said that they had a reputa: 
tion to keep up bequeathed to them 
by their predecessors of the line. In 
1893 there was a tremendous race from 
London to Aberdeen between the East 
Coast lines, composed of the Great 
Northern, North Eastern and North 
British, and the West Coast lines, 
the ‘North Western and Caledonian. 
The former had the shorter route by 
some 8 miles, but the North Western 
and Caledonian proclaimed that what 
ever speed their rivals attained, they 
would ‘beat them to Aberdeen. The 
fight was a fine one. The racing en. 
gines of the East Coast lines, the fam. 
ous single driving Stirling locomo

in diameter (for comparison it may 


be remarked that the modern C.P.R 
express engine has driving wheels 6 
feet in diameter) took the train . to 
‘Carlisle, and: then handed it over to 
the blue Caledonian engines, which 
started off on their 240 miles run for 
Aberdeen. The last stage of the jour. 
ney is done over a portion of ling 
which had to be used by both the 
rivals. Whichever reached the junc 
tion first was safe to reach the das- 
tination first. As the racing Cale: 
donian engine drew near to the junc 
tion, engine-driver and fireman saw 
the rival train coming near on its own 
line, but the blue engine beat the 
brown. The guarding signal stood 
raised against the brown engine. 
They were dropped before the blue 
one, and in triumph the Caledonian 
locomotive took its train into Aber. 
deen ahead of the rival and in a 
time which made the total speed 
from start to stop no Jess than 67 
miles an ‘hour for the whole 540 mil. 
es. When the train came into Aber. 
deen station a great crowd was .wait- 
ing for it and they promptly seized the 
engine driver and carried him shoul 
der high from his engine out of the 
station. The story of that record run 
was told to the present writer per. 
sonally by the fireman of the Cale. 
donian engine, whom he met on a C.P. 
R. steamer on Kootenay Lake a few 
years ago, and who evidently was atil) 
as proud of the run as on the day it 
was made. It is these traditions that 
the Dunalistair engines have kept up. 
and though there is no racing now, 
and speeds are slightly slower than 
in those record days 30 years ago, 
still the engines rank amongst the 
finest in Britain, and the traveller 
who sits behind them on their way 
north from Carlisle, will whirl over 
the Scottish border and _ ‘through 
Gretna, of runaway marriage fame, 


at a speed which might have satisfied: 


even the anxiety of one of those many 
brides, who in the days before loco- 
motives existed, hurried for the bor- 
der with fear and an angry father be- 
hind her. The watcher on the plat. 
form at the present day will hear the 
deep boom still, but he will no longer 
see the Dunalistaireg coming gliding 
in, or standing waiting to take over 
their train from their southern part- 
ners, in their old livery of dark blue, 
which suited them so well. The Cale- 
donian is now a part of the London 
Midland & Scottish, and the Mlue 
engines are now arrayed in the crim- 
son colours of the old Midland line. 
They still look handsome and stately. 
but the fading out of the old familiar 
colour that was associated with so 
many thrilling fiery ruehes across thr 
border and among the hills and val- 
leys of Lowland Scotland, will cause 
a pang of regret to those who knew 
and admired the famous engines as 
they used to be. 

Once the Scottish invaders ‘have 
delivered their trains to their Eng- 
lish associates, it will be time for the 
visitor to turn to the southern end of 
the station, and see what manner of 
engines the English can _ produce. 
Here will be a North Eastern loco- 
motive, highpitched and stately in 
type and clad in bright and usually 
spotless green. Carlisle is only a 
branch line for the North Eastern, 
so that the best of its express engin- 
es did not and do not patronize the 
station. Those that come, however, 
are ‘fine engines and they have not 
had to make any change in their liv- 
ery since the recent amalgamations 
have so reduced the number of sep- 
arate railway companies in Britain. 
Waiting for the green and the brown 
Scottish engines to come in however 
the watcher would have seen and 
may still see an engine, or usually 
two engines, coupled together in a 
crimson colour. These were the en 
gines of the Midland Company, and 
they were at one time almost cer: 
tainly the most dapper engines in 
Great Britain. Their bright red was 
relieved and picked out with polish- 
ed brass rims and borders. Tha 
driving wheel splashers were ¢dged 
with gleaming brass. The safety valve 
casing was of brase. The number 
plates were of brass. They were 
never very big engines. For long 
the Midland stuck to the beautiful 
old single driving cylinder type of 
engine, which always seems to move 
with no effort at all, and with no 
sign of cylinder pistons or coupling 
rods outside its frame. One of these 
engines was believed at one time to 
have held the speed record of the 
British Isles at 91 miles and a fraction 
per hour, but that speed has often 
been exceeded since that time. In 
creasing weight of trains has brough 
the day of the single driving engine 
to an end, and if a few of them still 
linger on the old Midland line, their 
role is only that of pilots or assist- 
ing engines, or of branch line page 
senger engineson unimportant trains. 
The present writer a few years ago 
saw one of them hauling a coa? train, 
and looking in the process of doing 
so like a beautiful race horse, which

livery of the whole company, though 
the Midland was only. the: second 
eet of the amalgamating compan- 
es, 
Possibly the visitor might see a 
few smallish engines of another com 
pany quietly lurking about the sta- 
tion. The Maryport & Carlisle rail 
way also uses the station, but it -is 
only, a small line and has no hig ex. 
press trains or engines to haul them. 
They come and go moré or less un 
noticed amongst the great crack 
trains of the country like quiet coun. 
try cousins in a family of fashionable 
and wealthy city folk. 

The watcher however, hus yet one 
more family of engines to meet, and 
if it is mentioned last, it is not the 
least. In fact it is the largest fam. 
ily in Britain. If he should stand at 
the south end of the platform between 
the hours of one and two, he will see 
thetwo white lights which denote an 
express train coming slowly into the 
sfation, and ‘behind: them at inter. 
vals of only a few minutes each will 
come in Auguet at any rate a whole 
series of other expresses. Up til) 
two years ago they would have al) 
been drawn by engines painted black 
with red and white lining to the boil- 
ers, cabs and tenders, with brass 
edges to the driving wheel splashers 
and red number plates on the sides 
of the cab. The trains they draw are 
the heaviest in Britain with the pos- 
sible exception of the Great Western, 
and their slow entry to the station 
gives no indication of the fact they 
have just come down the finest rac- 
ing stretch of line in Britain, the ‘les- 
cent from Shap Summit to Carlisle. 
Those who have travelled over the 
old North Western main line muet 
have noted the comparatively slow 
ascent of the-stiff gradient to Shap 
Summit, then the swift easing »f the 


strain of the labouring engines, the|- 


rapidly increasing speed until the 
train is going at racing gait, and thy 
traveller can almost feel the engines 
stretching out like ifine race horses, 
and taking their train behind them 
down to Carlisle at a speed § which 
makes the 60 mile an hour orthodox 
standard of exnress speed seam like 
the merest dawdling. Up to 97 miles 
an hour has been recorded on this 
section of line, and trains travelling 
over it, when they really are making 
an effort, seem to be gliding over 
smooth ice, for the ordinary beat of 
engine exhaust and music of the 
wheel on the rail joints have merged 
into one continuous roaring rush. 

The black North Western engines 
at one time had got a bail reputation 
for sluggishness ‘and want of power. 
Traine lost time even when habitually 
double-headed, but from the time 
when a cranky and incompetent loco- 
motive superintendent was at last got 
rid of, and the “Precursors” and “fx: 
periments” tappeared on the line, the 
standards of speed and power have 
rigen steadily, till in the fine ““Claugh- 
tons” with their 4 high pressure cyl: 
inders and six coupled 6 feet 9 inch 
driving wheels, the North Western 
got just about the best passenger en- 
gines in the country. They have al- 
ways borne names, these North 
Western engines, and usually they 
were singularly well chosen names.

The little 
engine just alluded to was tricked out 
in a fresh coat of bright crimson, 
but retained ite smart brass plates 
and fittings and looked as if it was 
still ready to show the latest giants 
of the line how to keep time on the 
fastest expresses.

Tenderpads‘are: required to know 
the composition of the Union Jack 
and the right way to fly it. The Union 
Jack, our National Flag, is rather a 
confusing one:to look at, until you 
know how it-is:made up. You know 
that England, Scotland, and Ireland 
have their.patron saints, namely, St. 
George, St. Andrew and St. Patrick, 
and the flag’'is made up of the differ- 
ent crosses which represent these 
Saints. St. George wore a red cross 
on -a~ white’ flag, St. Andrew ‘had a 
white corner-wise cros@ on a blue 
flag, and ‘St. Patrick had a red corner- 
wise cross on a white flag. ‘All three 
have been -put together in one flag 
called the Union Jack. The word 
“Jack” comes from the ancient name 
given to the shirt which soldiers wore 
over their armour, because when they 
were in armour tthey all looked alike 
and it was difficult to see which side 
they belonged to in battle, and on the 
shirt they wore the cross of the Pat- 
ron Saint of their country. Thus a 
soldier in a white shirt with a red 
cross on it was known to be an Eng- 
lishman, fighting under the Jacque, 
or what we now call the jacket of St. 
George. Similarly on our ships, the 
same colours were flown in the form 
ofa flag, which was also called jacque. 
down to the present day. Now every- 
body, Scouts and Cubs, Sea Scouts and 
Land Scouts, ought to know how to 
fly the Union Jack, yet there are many 
people who do not know how to fly it, 
and it is often flown upside down, 
even when used as a decoration at 
patriotic functions. The red diagonals 
of the flag have a narrow white band 
on one side of them, and a broad one 
on the other. The broad one should 
be to the top of the flag, on the side 
nearest to the flag post, that is, the 
hoist of the flag, and towards the bot- 
tom of the flag in the loose end, or 
as it is called, the “‘fly.’

After months of litigation, explana- 
tion, comparison and valuation, the 
city fathers have been successful in 
securing a fair option on the Western 
General Blectric ‘Company’s plant, 
and a vote as to whether we shall pur- 
chase same will be submitted to the 
ratepayers on Monday next, the 23rd 
of November. 

The public meeting recently called 
by the Mayor demonstrated the fact 
that a large and influential number 
of ratepayers were strongly in favor 
of the purchase, and the Mayor states 
that in his opinion the plant would be 
self-supporting and that no extra taxes 
would have to be levied to carry on. 

Under these circumstances I con- 
sider every ratepayer should not only 
vote for the by-law but do everything 
possible to see it carried to a success- 
ful issue on Monday next. 

We are at the parting of the ways. 
Red Deer’s motto has- always been 
“onward and upward,” and I am 
strongly of the opinion that the city 
will be able to benefit greatly in many 
ways towards the upbuilding of the 
community by owning its own power 
and light plant. 

Outside interests are willing to pay 
more money for the plant than we are 
asked to pay, and they are willing to 
make a substantial reduction in rat- 
es, it is claimed. 

‘This brings us back to the eternal 
grind of franchises and all that they 
entail. Let us fellow citizens, once 
and for all finish up this business for 
all time by flocking to the polls early 
on Monday and carrying the by-law 
by an overwhelming majority, and 
shave nothing to do with outside inter- 
ests at this time. 

Mr. Editor, I write this brief letter 
owing to having heard it rumored that 
I was opposing the ‘by-law. Such is 
not the case, as I am convinced that 
it is one of the most important meas.

Corn Belt Moves North 


The corn belt was definitely estab- 
lished 200° miles farther north on 
Wednesday, when what is destined to 
be known ag the Alberta Provincial 
Corn Growers’ Association held its 
first province-wide corn show in Leth- 
bridge, with more than 2,500 eare of 
well-metured corn on exhibit, coming 
from 61 individual exhibitors, cover- 
ing territory from Medicine to Leth- 
bridge, north to Carmangay and to 
Bindloss and south to the Montana 
border. 

Not only has the holding of this 
show, which was amazingly succes& 
ful, brought the corn belt definitely 
into Alberta, but it has demonstrated 
the fact that in the feeding of stock 
from corn lies to a great extent the 
solution of the problems that  con- 
front South-Eastern Alberta. It is 
significant that this section of Alber- 
ta, drought-ridden and seemingly 
hopeless, swept the boards of prizes 
at the corn show. Hon. George Hoad- 
ley, addressing the corn growers Wed- 
nesday, emphasized the hope that lay 
for this country in the raising of corn, 
and pointed to the example of Kan- 
sas which has been populated and de- 
populated three times, until finally 
corn-growing was found to a great ex- 
tent to be the way out. 

The first attempt to grow corn in 
Alberta was made at Bindloss, away 
north of Medicine Hat. This was two 
years ago, when the department of 
agriculture got seed for farmers in 
that district and encouraged them to 
try it out. At Wednesday’s corn show 
Bindloss exhibitors were there and 
took prizes. Milk River, already in 
the corn belt for two years, was a big 
prize winner, but the glories went 
chiefly to the territory known as the 
dry belt, which is under the direct 
supervision of Jas. Murray, of the 
department of agriculture, and who 
is responsible for inducing many of 
the farmers to get into corn growing. 

Provincial Organization 


Following the show, a_ provincial 
corn growers’ association was organ- 
ized with Don Bark, of Brooks, as 
president, and Jame@ Murray, of 
Medicine Hat, as secretary. The next 
annual show will be held in Medicine 
Hat. 

Hon. George Hoadley, in promising 
active support and encouragement of 
the department to the industry, said 
the would be prepared to go as far 
financially as appropriations would 
be voted him for the purpcse. He 
pointed out that the solution of the 


_|dny area problems could not rest with 


the people who had lived there and 
who had asked to be moved out. These 
people could not make a success there 
and were now located in places where 
they could make good. None of them 
had asked to go‘back,and none of them 
has asked for government help since 
settling in their new locations. It 
was the people who were to come t 
the district in future, who knew what 
to do and how to do it, that were go- 
ing to drag success out of that coun- 
try. Corn growing, he felt, was large- 
ly providing the solution. Mr. Hoad- 
ley also mentioned his plan in this 
connection of making available large 
blocks of land for corn growing and 
stock feeding. 

To the success of corn growing in 
the south and to the fact that the 
corn acreage has grown from 15,000 
acres in 1922 to over 70,000 acres the 
past year, the credit largely goes to 
the efforts of the provincial depart- 
ment’s agricultural agents at  Leth- 
bridge and Medicine Hat, M. L. Freng 
and Jameg Murray, respectively. 

Mr. Freng in the irrigated areas 
and Mr. Murray in the dry areas have 
proven the value of corn for either 
class of land, and the great profits to 
be made in feeding livestock of all 
kinds on this fodder. 

It was predicted that in ten years 
Alberta would be handling corn in car 
lots, and that in five years it would 
take a very large hall indeed to hold 
the corn growers at the annual meet- 
ing of the provincial association. 

The Treecos, of Purple’ Springs, 
were very heavy winnereg in four or 
five classes, while exhibitors from 
Whitla, Medicine Hat, Orion and Red- 
cliff were prominent in the lists. 
Brooks, Milk River, Carmangay, Em- 
press and Sibbald also appeared. 

Many Use Phone Service 

Since the inauguration of the con- 
tinent-wide telephone service from 
Alberta, the commercial end of the 
new service has developed rapidky, 
and many calls are now being put 
through every week for points as far 
east as New York and Montreal. The 
bulk of the traffic is however for 
points on the Pacific Coast, and in 
the western and middle states. 

Big Enrolment in Correspondence 

Courses 


The provincial department of edu- 
cation now has an enrolment of 570 
pupils in the course in studies con- 
ducted by correspondence with the 
remote districts of the province where 
echoo) facilities are not easily avail- 
able. 


Poultry Pool Starts 

The new provincial poultry pool is 
now in operation. At present the pro- 
duct consigned to the pool is to be 
marketed through the provincial gov- 
ernment marketing service, which 
service will be continued as in the 
past, under the direction of the pro- 
vincial department of agriculture, and 
will be prepared to market any pro- 
duct consigned to It. 

Alberta Exhibits Go East 


The livestock and grain exhibits 
from Alberta to be shown at the Roy- 
al Show, Toronto, and at the Inter- 
national Show at Chicago, were sent 
forward last week under the direc- 
tion of the department of agriculture.

FIRE INSURANCE REPORT 
OF COMMISSIONERS

China, gave an address to the women 
of Knox Presbyterian Church, Red 
Deer. 

Miss Dickson brought the greetings 
of the Board in Toronto, which sent 
her out to strengthen and encourage 
the women of the church. She had 
herself, she said, learned many _les- 
sons from the brave women of the 
West. 

Group after group which never be- 
fore took part, had developed later 
talent and are acting as efficient and 
forceful leaders. Ten thousand and 
ninety-seven magazines are in circu- 
lation and $15,000 has already been 
contributed for W.M.S. work. 

Miss Dickson has been a missionary 
for 13 years, and’ she took her audi- 
ence back with her to the Boxer re- 
hbellion of 1900, and told of one devot- 
ed missionary who, after all ‘his fam. 
ily (except one son and daughter 
away being educated) had been ruth- 
lessly butchered, went back as a 
missionary to the people who had rob- 
bed him of his family. The daughter 
and her husband later followed in th- 
footsteps of ‘her martyred father 
Could devotion farther go? 

There are thirteen women mission- 
aries working under the Presbyteriar 
Board. More are needed. There arc 
seven Women's Miseionary Societies 
in South China under’ Presbyterian 
charge. There are three women work 
ers who speak Chinese in Canada, * 
in ‘Montreal, 1 in Toronto, 1 at th:
